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Child Care Center 
Will Remain Open

The Associated Students 
Senate yesterday approved a 
Board of Fiscal Matters 
recommendation to transfer $6,500 
from the child care center reserve 
to the Cam pus Child Care Center 

The action will enable the 
College Town Child Care Center to 
remain open until the close of the 
semester by allowing an equal 
amount of the campus center's 
funds to be freed for use at College 
Town. 

Associated Students monies 
cannot be directly allocated to 
College Town because of 
prohibitions against using student 
money for programs not directly 
benefiting students. 

Last year College Town Child 
Care Center was operated by the 
College Town Foundation. Two 
weeks prior to the start of fall 
classes the directors ruled the foun- 
dation could not legally run the 
center because it did not benefit all 
residence since some are childless 

A red faced Senate admitted it 
erred last week and redirected a bill 
to its statutes committee. The bill 
after passage last week was sent to 
the desk of Lynard Khan, As- 
sociated Students President, who 
vetoed it. After failing to override 
the veto yesterday, Senator Hank 
Castro, who had abstained on the 
override vote, asked what bill the 
Senate was talking about because 


he had missed last week's meeting. 

Informed that the bill in ques- 
tion concerned the estabi:shment 
of new Board of Publications 
statute, Castro politely pointed out 
he was chairman of the statutes 
committee. He had never seen the 
bill, therefore it could not have 
come before the committee, he 
said, and was in violation of 
procedural guidelines 

After some discussion, the 
Senate concurred and ordered the 
Board of Publication bill to be sent 
to the statutes committee. The ac- 
tion negates the presidential veto. 
After emerging from the com- 
mittee, the bill will again go tc 
Khan. 

The purpose of the statute com- 
mittee is to review all bills passed 
by the Senate to ensure they are 
constitutionally legal 

In other action the Senate con- 
firmed Marilyn Earhart as a 
student member of the Affirmative 
Action Committee and John Clin- 
ton as Business Manager of Balder- 
dash Enterprises. 

The Senate okayed the reac- 
tivation or constitution changes for 
the following organizations: Math 
Ciub, Draper Hall Council, 
Students for Marijuana Reform. 
Students for the Third Civilization, 
Ski Club, Worker-Student 
Alliance, Kali Flower, Society for 
the Advancement of Management 
and Kayutnanggi. 


Maintenance Grievances 
Expressed At Meeting 


In a meeting yesterday, the 
maintenance crew of CSUS dis- 
cussed grievances with their state- 
wide California State Employee’s 
Association superior, Gordon 
Landsness. The meeting, not the 
first of its kind, was held in the 
presence of a CSEA moderator 
and was attended by 38 campus 
carpenters, plumbers, electricians, 
painters, groundspeople, and other 
maintenance staff 

Discussion centered on safety 
problems and supervison conflicts, 
as well as promotion complaints 
As the meeting progressed, it 
seemed that the safety factors had 
been taken care of. However, 
promotions had not 


Vorothy Rump. the grievance 
controiler, brought up the idea that 
people from the CSUS 
maintenance program should be 
interviewed for job promotions, as 
opposed to bringing outside people 
to fill these positions. At this 
point, people began to complain 
that they hadn't even been inter- 
viewed for job promotions which 
they had applied for. The 
maintenance people grumbled that 
they were encouraged to work up 
through the ranks, only to have the 
higher job openings be filled by 
outsiders. The moderator made 
noie of this and said that guidelines 
would be applied to this type of 
situtation which would guarantee 
that all who applied for the

presentation. Davis’ slides made 
one remember that there is beauty 
in all life forms, even the tiny 
mushroom on the forest floor

The meeting was 
called by Lynard Khan, president 
of the Associated Students, to form 
an action committee to organize 
the campus against the tax 
initiative. The committee saw its 
primary responsibility as dis- 
tributing information on the cam- 
pus and organizing students to 
work in the community in 
cooperation with the Sacramento 
Citizens against the Tax Initiative 

It was decided that an in- 
formation table should be es- 
tablished in front of the cafeteria 
from Tuesday, Oct. 23 through 
Tuesday, Nov. 6, election day. 
Student and faculty volunteers are 
needed to work at the table. 
Interested persons should contact 
Chi Chi Manneno in the As- 
sociated Students office above the 
Food Services Building. 

The committee also decided 
that Thursday, Oct. 25, would be 
designated as a Speakers’ Day for 
Proposition |.

La Carpa, which is in four acts, 
has been described as the story ofa 
farmworker family arriving from 
Mexico that is faced with the 
“duality of existence between good 
and evil.” Music in the form of the 
corrido or ballad and symbolic 
figures are used to explain their 
plight. 

El Teatro Compesino or the 
Farmworkers Theater has been 
characterized as a street theater 
whose use of the “acto” or small act 
depicts the life and conflicts of 
Chicanismo on stage. 

But in recent years the traveling 
theater group has proven its ver- 
satility to perform what can be 
called “epic” productions such as 
Bernabe and La Carpa de los Ras- 


quachis. 

Director Luis Valdez ex-

The group has_ performed 
througJut the U.S., winning the 
Off-Broadway Obie Award. They

The theatrical group began in 
1965 in the midst of the farmworers 
grape strike in Delano using the 
conflicts between the workers and 
growers as the theme of im- 
promptu acts. The actors were the 
same farmworkers who worked the 
fields. Since then they have been 
instrumental in the development of 
Chicano theater throughout the

position and met the requirements 
for the higher position would at 
least be interviewed. 

The question of supervision was 
then bandied about. The super- 
visors complained that Landsness 
has too much to say in matters that 
supervisors should be handling. 
Landsness responded that, “If 
there is a problem, I want it 
brought directly to my attention. If 
a man has a complaint. he should 
take it to his supervisor. If it can't 
be resolved this way, both the 
supervisor and person with the 
complaint should come see me.“ 

Steve Romovich, a 
maintenance supervisor cited an 
incident that'‘was partly res- 
ponsible for internal problems. 
“People don't treat each other with 
respect. A man took his vehicle to 
the garage here, and asked to have 
it fixed before the bad weather 
came. This was a safety measure 
on his part. The mechanic working 
said he wouldn't doit and ‘if it rains 
park it!” 

The intended outcome of the 
meeting was that with the help of a 
moderator, a set of guidelines 
would be established. These would 
be observed by both Landsness and 
the maintenance crew.after the 
meeting, Dave Caboni of CSUS, a 
CSEA staff council member, 
reacted this was: “We really haven't 
accomplished anything. 


Landsness has taken care of some 
of the safety problems, but the 
supervising situation still hasn’t 
been resolved.” 

The general feeling after the 
meeting was that another meeting 
would have to be held in the near 
future to further discuss the super- 
vising Situation.

Every now and again a unique 
individual steps forth and shakes 
up those around him with startling 
insights. Such an individual is Si 
Bunce, who will be delivering the

Bunce graduated from Harvard 
and then served with the U.S. 
Marine Corps. Back from the ser- 
vice, Bunce went to work with 
American Anodizing Corp. as 
Chief Chemist. More interested in 
working with people than things, 
Bunce looked for something that 
better matched his personality and 
ambitions. In April, 1954, he 
signed with Trimecoe, Inc., as an 
area salesman. That step was like 
putting a match to a rocket. In 
quick succession he became Dis- 
trict Manager. He then joined 
Poloroid Corp., where he 
duplicated his quick nse in the jobs 
of District Manager, Regional 
Sales Manager, International Sales

Manager, and Special Marketing. 
As an indication of his mastery of 
salesmanship, Bunce sold 58,000 
Poloroid Land Cameras in one 
afternoon, a record which still

Stung by ambition, and no 
room left for advancement with 
Poloroid, Bunce opened his own 
company, Bunce, Inc. Within the 
course of five years Bunce, Inc 
represented over 60 manufacturers 
in the hardware, housewares, and 
electronics industries. When he 
sold out to the John McBee Com- 
pany in 1969, Bunce, Inc. had been 
the top national sales leader in 
those industnes for two years. 

Bunce acquired a diversity of 
experience in the sales and mer- 
chandising industry, leading to his 
present position as General 
Manage; of Electropage.

Systems, Inc

A series of black and white 
photographs by Jerry Zaier con- 
fronts the viewer with subtle rather 
than profound statements. Frac- 
tions of time have been preserved 
to prolong observation of an 
elderly couple’s quiet conversation 
or the expressive faces amidst the 
crowd. The photo using superim- 
positions is the sole disruption in 
the sedate achromatic series. 

Ted Herlinger’s etchings add 
another dimension to this triad 
Combinations of abstractions and 
figures in low-key colors, indicate 
the technical accomplishments of 
the artist. The seriousness of the 
prints is juxtaposed with sevecal 
small humorous sculptures; Self 
Portrait ejects a bespectaclea egg 
from an antique jack-in-the-box 
toy, while a second piece, of a 
political nature, has a Hitachi 
battery which is set to blow up a 
Timex watch. For the lunch box
